In regard to claims 1, 10-12, 15-23, 31-32, 52-59, 62-63, and 65-67 

Claims 1, 10-12, 15-23, 31-32, 52-59, 62-63, and 65-67 do not appear to involve an 
inventive step based on documents 1-8 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes continuous sealing of sheets between thermoplastic film, 
cooling by a cooling device after sealing, and cutting the plastic film edge with a cutter. For 
document 1, continuous sealing of the material to be sealed as the recording medium 
between film sheets as in document 2 would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 

Also, in document 1 , setting the width to be cut with the cutter, installing a second 
pressurizing part as in document 3, setting the roll shape, using hard and soft rolls as in 
document 4, making exchange of the supply film possible as in document 5, making it 
possible to switch between a condition without pressurizing and a condition where 
pressurizing is possible, installing a cooling mechanism as in documents 6 and 7, and 
recovering from the roll with the lamination substrate facing to the inside as in document 8 
would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 
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
